The motion concerning Title 18, U.S.C., Section 1001\a.nd 
its violation by John D. Ehrlichman centered around the defense^ 
allegation that this particular statute did not apply to investi¬ 
gative activities of the FBI. Judge Gesell, in ruling on this 
motion, did not address himself to this problem but rather expressed 
concern that the FD-302 containing the results of the Bureau s 
interview of Ehrlichman concerning this matter was not detaile 
enough and in particular did not contain details relating to the 
questions asked of Ehrlichman. Judge Gesell ultimately determined 
that the issue as to whether Ehrlichman was accurate in his response

to FBI questions and the nature of the questions asked of 
Ehrlichman will have to be determined at the time of trial. 

He indicated that he would reserve the right to dismiss this 
particular count against Ehrlichman at the time of trial after 
the presentation of evidence. Additionally, he implicitly 
attempted, through his statements, to have the prosecution 
consider dropping this particular count. 


In regard to the motions for discovery of various 
sensitive documents pertaining to the national security, 

Gesell expressed concern that the motion was extremely wide 
in scope and would cause an undue burden on the prosecution 
and various agencies to come forth with documents which may 
or may not be within the scope of the motion. He also conducted 
a lengthy hearing to ascertain the relevance and the materiality 
of these particular documents to the matter before the court. 

The Special Prosecutor's Office has argued apparently with some 
concurrence by Judge Gesell that these documents are not 
relevant/mS^erial. The Special Prosecutor's Office and Judge 
Gesell pointed out that there was no allegation that President 
Richard M. Nixon specifically and explicitly directed the 
burglary of Dr. Fielding's office and that in the absence of 
this particular allegation any exploration into the President s 
powers in the national security area and |he documents pertinent 
to this would appear not to be relevantTmaterial. Judge Gesell 
did indicate he had some concern that such documents might have 
some relevance to the conspiracy charge relating to the violation 
of Title 18, U.S.C., Section 241 which deals with the violation 
of Dr. Fielding's rights by this burglary. 

Additionally, Gesell asked the defense and prosecution 
to give consideration to the use of subpoena powers rather than a 
motion for discovery to obtain the aforementioned documents with 
said subpoenas particularizing the documents being sought and the 
subpoenas being returnable sometime prior to June 17, 1974,jwhich

motions^relating to discovery sometime before the end of the 
week. These motions could have far-reaching impact on Bureau 
operations in that if he allows the defense to delve into 
'{national security investigations as part of its defense it 
feould result in disclosure of various sensitive Bureau operations 
not heretofore made public. In this regard it must be borne 
in mind at least one of the defendants, Ehrlichman, would in 
all probability be knowledgeable concerning such operations. 

We are following this matter and you will be advised 
of any new significant developments.

The purpose of this memorandum is to advise of additional 
developments in captioned trial of interest to the FBI. The 
defendants in this matter are charged with various crimes arising 
out of the burglary of Dr. Fielding’s office in California at which 
time an attempt was made to obtain the medical record of Dr. Dan^iel 
Lllsberg. 

You were previously advised by my memorandum of 5/22/74 
that the defense had made a motion for discovery of documents 
relating to the national security some of which were highly sensi¬ 
tive and apparently were FBI documents. Judge Gerhard A. Gesell, 
who is hearing this particular case, at that time expressed concern 
that the motion for discovery was too broad and that he was not 
certain the documents were relevant and material to the issues 
before the court in this matter. ^ ' /j / ' 

Judge Gesell on 5/24/74 ruled that the documents sought 
in the defendants’ motion for discovery were not material and 
relevant to the issues before the court since the President did not 
have the authority to contravene an individual's Fourth Amendment 
rights to be free from unreasonable search and seizure. Thus, some 
of the defendants who had claimed as a defense that the burglary was 
being conducted under the inherent Constitutional powers of the 
President in the national security area and had made the motion for 
discovery consistent with that defense were restricted by the
